Yo talk of preventing Intelligence with 
France, is, inmy Opinion, amoft vain and pal- 
pable Abfurdity ; and I refer it to the meancft 
Merchant upon the Exchange, if there is but 
One Port, One Town, State or Country in the 
Univerfe, to which both Parties Trade, that 
Town or State is an open Door to general Core 
re(pondence, a Channel of Exchanges between 
the Places.
